A Deficiency in the Funds for the 
Natonal ‘ 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, July 24. —On ac- 
count of the failure of Congress to 
make the appropriation the paymaster- 
general in the army, it is now stated, 
has been compelled to direct the chief 
paymaster of the Department of Cali- 
fornia to pay the troops of that depart- 
ment only half of the amount due them 
for last June. 
The deficiency for last year was at 
least $60,000, and there was an equal de- 
/aciency in the funds for the present fis- 
Dal year. It is ascertained that this re- 
sult is due largely to legislation by Con- 
gress abolishing the system of retaining 
pay for enlisted men, by which certain 
sums were retained by the pay depart- 
ment monthly from the pay of the sol- 
dier, to be restored to him with inter- 
est at the end of his enlistment. The 
eutting-down of the term of enlist- 
ment from five to three years has, also, 
it is stated; increased the demands 
upon the army mileage account, be- 
cause every discharged soldier is en- 
titled to transportation back to the 
point where he ernilisted.

| month, of June, and that an item will |

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


The Assessora’ s report shows that Riv- 
erside county had this year 596,488 or- 
ange trees in bearing, and 479,764 not 
yet bearing, a total of over one million 
trees in that county alone. The total 
number of fruit trees of all kinds in 
Riverside county this year is 1,794,812, of 
Which 264,289 were planted this last 
spring. 


In the business column of The Times 
this morning will be found a compila- 
tion showing the total assessed valua- 
tion of taxable property in the counties 
of Southern California for the present 
year as compared with the same for 
last year. The figures, taken from the 
official records, show a net*increase . 
taxable valuation of $6,107,276. 


Redalnds people have been told by: a 
“water witch” that comparatively large 
streams of water are running to waste 
at depths ranging from less than a 
hundred to several hundred feet below 
the surface, and it would not be sur- 
prising if a new supply of ‘water 
would later be furnished that town 
through the medium of artesian wells.

Southern California Will Get the 
Chart Twenty-four Hours Sooner 
‘Than Formerly When Sent from 
Francisco—Pubtic’s Good. 


The distribution ot weather 
from the office of the Weather Ob- 


server in this city will be inaugurated | 


this morning. The list of places to 


which copies of the chart will be sent |. 


has not yet been completed, but prob- 
ably will be sufficiently prepared to- 
day for temporary use. 

The area of distribution from the 
Los Angeles office includes Southern 
California and as far north as San Luis 
Obispo. Copies. of the map will, it is 
expected, be sent to most of the post- 
offices. and the fruit-growing centers. 

The preparation of the maps is ac- 
complished by means of an instru- 
ment somewhat like a mimeograph. 
The various lines which are to 
printed on the map are traced or 
perforated on a sheet of thin paper. 
This paper is stretched tight in the 
frame, and is pressed against a blank 
map. Ink is spread with a roller over 


the thin paper and goes through it only | 


at the points of puncture, the result: 
being that the lines traced on the thin 
paper are reproduced on the blank 
map. The maps are thus printed one 
at a time. The weather forecast is 
printed in like manner on the same 
sheet as the map. 

It is stated that for the present the 
forecast will be prepared each morn- 
ing at San Francisco. An explanation 
of the weather chart is to accompany 
the first issue of the map. The ex- 
planation, which, it is urged, is worthy 
of careful perusal, is as follows : 

The weather charts of the Pacific: 
Coast division of the United States 
Weather Bureau present an outline map 
of that portion of the United States 
west of the 110th meridian, upon which 
are shown the stations where observa- 
tions are taken daily at 8 a.m. and 8 
p.m., 75th meridian: time (5 a.m. and 5 
p.m. Pacific time,) and telegraphed to 


certain centers for study and distribu- 


tion. The observations consist of read- 
ings of the barometer, thermometer, di- 
rection and velocity of wind, state of 
sky (Whether cloudless or otherwise.) 
and amount of rain or snow. These 


data are entered in figures and symbols 


upon the map. Barometric pressure is 
indicated by continuous lines, called 
isobars, drawn through stations having 
the same readings, and for each difier- 

ence of one-tenth of an inch in the 
height of the barometer. Dotted lines 
called isotherms, connect places of the 
same temperature and are drawn for 
each variation of 10 deg. The direction 
of the wind is indicated by arrows, 
which point with the course of the mov- 
ing air. 

The general movement of storms in 
the United States is from west,to east, 
the areas of which apear to conform to 
a series of rather rounded atmospheric 


waves. The crests are marked high,“ 


and the troughs or depressions setween 
are marked low.“ These alternating 
highs and lows, several hundred miles 
apart, have an average easterly move- 
ment of about six hundred miles per 
day. Many of these disturbances enter 


from the Pacific ocean, particularly) 


those affecting the weather of the 
Pacific Slope and Plateau regions. 
Their general features over the 


ocean are much the same as when | 


moving over the land. They strike 
the coast in the vicinity of Vancouver 
Island, and either disappear over the 
interior or move across the country to 


the Atlantic’ Upon the latitude’ of their 


easterly movement depends the occur- 
rence of the wet“ (winter) and dry“ 
(summer) seasons of the Pacific Slope. 
From October to April, inclusive, the 
low centers trend farthest eastward 
north of Washington. 


Generally speaking, the rainfall of a 


place diminishes as its distance from 
the average source of storm movement 
increases. Although strikingly illus- 
trated on the Pacific Coast, the varied 
topography of that region gives rise to 
local peculiarities of more or less prom- 
inence. The extreme southwest portion 
of the United States is so far removed. 
from the usual course of centers of lows 
‘and highs that only abnormal develop- 
ments affect the pronounced uniform- 
ity of its climate, which is generally un- 
der the influence of secondary effects 
from these centers, combined with the 
proximity of the ocean. 

During the “wet” season. strong 
winds and rain, and when cold enough 
in the mountain districts, snow, usually 
precede the low centers, often extending 
a distance of over five hundred miles, 
but decreasing in amount and severity 
from the coast. In advance of the low 
and under the influence of its system 
of circulation, the winds become east 
to south with increasing cloudiness and 
warmer weather. When the center of 
the low passes to the east of a place. 


the wind shifts to west and north, giv- 


ing rise to lower temperature and clear- 
ing skies, and, in ‘winter, frosts. The 
cloud and rain. area in front of a low 
is about the size of the latter and oval, 
with the west side touching the center 
of the low, ahead of which it advances 


most rapidly in a southeasterly direc- | 


tion. 

As the centers of low strike the coast, 
generally from the northwest, the suc- 
cessive phases of weather progress 
southward from British Columbia, un- 
der the influence of which isobars and 
isotherms have a strong tendency to 
conform to the general direction of the 
coast line. Fogs develop along the coast 
in the wet“ season as the low centers 
pass eastward into the interior. 

The weather phases during the “ary” 
season chiefly result from the — highs, 


combined with the influence of the 


ocean, the lows being too few and too 
far north to exert a predominating in- 
fluence. An absence of decided waves 
of high or troughs of low pressure indi- 
cate a continuance of existing condi- 
tions, a change from which will usually 


| first appear from the north in winter 


and from the west in summer.

Williams, who swore out the warrant 
on which Glick was arrested, started a 
fine suit of offices on the thirteenth floor 
of No. 287 Broadway, in which to pro- 
mote his two corporations. His story is 
that Glick was to put $75,000 into the 
companies or influence its coming into 
them and that out of gratitutde ‘or do- 
ing this he was to be made vice-presi- 
dent. The Oregonian explains that 
some weeks ago he was called out of 
town on business. Having perfect con- 
fidence in Glick," he gave him money 
with which to pay the office boy, gas

TUCSON, July 23.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.)
